The  explanations  relative  to  the 
origin  of  the  Halford  L<ciceHtcrNhirc  Table  Sauce  are  given  to  distinguish  it  from  the 
many  worthless  articles  vended,  purporting  to  be  Relishes  or  Sauces  once  owned  or  patronized 
by  English  Noblemen.
